It will interest many people to know how 
the Exposition association collects its per cent 
of receipts. 

_** When we get our plans perfectly system- 
atized,”’ said Mr. Blackmore, “and all the 
places where money is to be received are es- 
tablished, we expect to make the division and 
audit the accounts every day. It was found 
to be impossible to do that at first; 
therefore we covered the first 
ten days of the Fair with the first collection. 
To begin with, the concessionaires had no 
methods of their own. We were compelled to 
educate them and their cashiers in the various 
systems, of which there are a dozen or more, 
ranging from the cash register to the custom- 
house system and including the duplex scheme 
as wellas tbe ticket plan. An exceedingly 
small number of mistakes were made, the 
count for ten days being only $6 out of the 
Te Figure Up Every Night. 

“We have four collectors,men whom we 
can trust implicitly. They make the rounds 
every evening, and, with the managers of the 
various concessions, read the registers and 
count the tickets, making a note of the 
gross and reporting the result in de 
tail to this office. When “he cash 
is turned in and counted it should cérrespond 
with these reports. All the registers have 
double locks and cannot be opened except by 
the proprietors and our men. However, our 
detectives have caught two chaps stealing and 
we took their passes away from them. One 
of them was the son of the concessionaire. 

‘As soon as we get things to running 
smoothly we propose to make the collections 
daily so far as it can be done. It will be out of 
the question, though, to do all the places as 
often as that. They run from one to seventy 
cashiers. The Wellington Catering company, 
for instance, has fifty boxes on the 
grounds now and will have more 
as the business grows. Thechewing gum con- 
cession has sixty-three now, the largest num- 
ber of any concern, and the Austrian village 
will have sixty-five. As the list includes every- 
thing from a souvenir medal to a square meal 
you can readily understand that we have some 
complications to contend with. 

‘* Within a week 90 per cent of the auditing 
of each day’s business can be made up within 
twenty-four hours. The other 10 per cent 
will be accounts requiring explanation and 
straightening out.”’

ALL HONORS TO BE PAID EULALIA. 


Spain Satisfied with the Plans for Her Re- 
ception Before She Sailed. 

Wasuivetos, D. C,, May 16.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland is going to accord the In- 
fanta Eulalia all the honors due to her rank 
and station. This assurance was given by 
Minister Snowden to the Spanish Govern- 
ment at Madrid before the Infanta and her 
suite sailed from Havana. The question as 
to what constitute the honors due to the rank 
and station ef a member of the Spanish royal 
family, however, remains in abeyance, 

It is stated that President Cleveland declines 
to have the program for the Infanta’s recep- 
tion made public. Nevertheless it has been 
found by looking over the precedents that if 
the President wishes to return the call of the 
Infanta he can do so without yielding any of 
the requirements which obtai. in the official 
etiquette of a republican country. Com- 
mander Davis of the Navy, who has been as- 
signed to the duty of receiving the Infanta 
and her suite and escorting them to Chicago, 
left for New York this. afternoon. He had a 
conference with the President and Secretary 
of .State before his departure,

her stay at the National Capital. It is entire-

lam peginning to think that I must be in Ire- 
land—or, indeed, I do not only think it but know 
that I am in Ireland—in a new Ireland beyond 
the seas, for nowhere but in Ireland and among 
the Irish could this greeti given.

The 
appreciation that has shown by the Irish 
race all over the world of any Die efforts that 
wo may have made in half of Ireland 
is such any words which I may 
use to express our thanks are totally in- 
adequate for the occasion. AsI told the 
people of Cork some. time ago, I began to think 
that I must set to work to study the old Irish 
language, for surely there wilk be found expres- 
sions more near to offering my feelings to the 
friends of so warm-liearted and generous a race. 

But this I will say: That nothing that Lord 
Aberdeen or I can ever do for. Ireland will ever 
be accounted aught else but a privilege, a de- 
light.. And, ladies and gentlemen, it is not 
usual for any one. of Irish blood to 
grudge any ‘small service that can be rendered 
to their country. You must remember, please, 
that Iclaim kinship with you, and surely the 
blood of the O’Neills should qualify any one to 
do work for Ireland without entit] them to 
thanks.

No matter what objections 
are urged against the system I propose to have 
accurate data from these national banks, and 
in this determination lam supported by the 
President of the United States. Wherever it 
is possible business-men of integrity will be 
urged to coéperate in the reorganization of 
suspended institutic ns, and, if possible, good 
men, irrespective of party affiliationa, will be 
retained in their positions as bank examiners.”

NO MONEY IN SUNDAY OPENING. 


A Director Discusses the Financial Side of 
the Question. 

“Those who criticised the action of the di- 
rectors last week in makinga rule to. open 
the gates do not understand the position of 
the board,” said an influential director. “We 
are simply trustees. The wageworkers of this 


‘city have voted to burden themselves with 


$5,000,000 of bonds to aid the Pair. 
They did it for local pride and from a desire 
that their children s be enabled to see 
the things which a rich man travels to Europe 
to study. Could we as their trustees do other- 
wise than afford them something for their 
sacrifices? As for the money part of Sunday 
opening there is simply no money in 
it. We have got to return the gov- 
ernment $1,900,000. We have roughly 
speaking twenty-one Sundays left in the Fair 
season. Managed as econontically as is possi- 
ble, expenses will be $10,000 for each of 
those Sundays, or $210,000 inall. Add to 
this the government money to be returned 
and we have $2,100,000 to make up. That 
means that receipts must be $100,000 every 
Sunday. They will not be. We will not 
reach that total for Sundays unless I am much 
mistaken. Open Sundays may help the Fair 
financially in an indirect way. Directly they 
will not add a dollar to the receipts.” 


CITY NOT LIKELY TO TAKE ACTION, 


Corporation Counsel Kraus Thinks It Not 
Advisable to Do Anything. 

It is not certain by any means that the City 
Law Department will bring a suit in court to 
compe! the opening of the gates of the World’s 
Pair Sunday, as it is reported it will, The 
city, itis true, is greatly interested in the 
gate receipts, as from them must be 
redeemed the $5,000,000 bonds issued 
to help along the Fair. It is true, too, that 
the City Council has put itself on record as 
favoring’ an' open Fair. The only standing 
the city could have in court, however, would 
be on the ground of the. loan of $5,000,000 
as an interested stockholder, This very inter- 
est, however, it appears, will prevent the city 
from asking that the Fair be open Sunday.

Fair directors, to enjoin. them. from “closing 
the Exposition Sundays: Mz. Edwin Walker 
will appear on behalf of thé directors, Their 
arguments will not be brief, and the Judge 
will take his time to consider them, so that a 
decision cannot be looked for until the close 
of the week. 

One of the points which will be made by 
Mr. Mason on behalf of his clients is that the 


, act of Congress requiring Sunday closing is a 


violation. of that clause of the Constitution 
which provides that ‘‘ Congress shall not make 
a law respecting the establishment hy relig- 
ion”; that. while there are ands ‘ who 
worship Sunday, there are also thousands who 
worship Saturday, and that no law can be 
passed which discriminates against one class 
in favor of another. ) 

The point on which he will lay most stress 
doubtless will be that there is fo power any- 
where to close Sundays Jackson Park and 
the buildings thérein. His contention is that 
the original South act, which was ratified 
by the vote of the people, provided that the 
parks created under it should “ be held, man- 
aged, and controlled as a public park for the 
recreation, health, and benefit of the public, 
and free to all persons forevet.”” He takes 
the ground that his clients have a right to en- 
ter Jackson Park every day .of the year, and 
that neither Congress, the Park Commission- 
ers, nor the State Legislature, mor any pér- 
sons to whom the Park Commissioners may 
have intrusted temporarily the management 
of the park can deprive them of that right to 
go Sundays as well as week days on the lands 
belonging to the people.

THE PANIC IN AUSTRALIA. 
Four more banks in Australia have sus- 
pended, and they were big ones; having ag- 
gregate liabilities to depositors and note hold- 


nine which collapsed «previously, owe a total 
of fully $250,000,000. They had’ their ef- 
fairs spread all over the Australian region, 
and have heavy pecuniary responsibilities in 
Great Britain. The indebtedness of Australian 
banks to people in the British Islands was 
about $200,000,000 at the beginning of this 
year, and must be fearfully lange now, though 
somewhat reduced from the maximum stated. 
The resulting collapse of cash and. confidence 
must be so extensive and complete as to 
amount to a widespread suspension of indus- 
trial activity and far-reaching bankruptcy. 
Hitherto the cable news from the Southern 
Hemisphere has told only of the banks 
which are unable to meet their engagements 
with creditors. It has contained no account 
of the.consequent inability of merchants and 
manufacturers to pay accrued indebtedness 
and continue in business. The details in re- 
gard to these things will come by mail. The 
effect in Great Britain, wheré. much of the 
enormous loss is distributed among the work- 
ing classes, has yet to be ascertained. 

It is difficult to see how the collapse of these 
banks can result in anything Jess than entire 
prostration of the commerce and industry of 
the vast Australian area. Of course ‘the peo-

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC CUTS RATES. 
Unable to endure longer the exactions of 
Soutiiern Paeific railroad or of the Pacific 
Steamship eompany, which was subsi- 
dized for years by the transcontinental roads 
so that it might not give lower rates and re- 
lieve shippers, the business-men of San Fran- 
cisco have organized what is known as the 
‘North American Navigation company to run 
steamers from San Francisco to Panama and 
from Aspinwall to American and European 
ports. The new line has just begun operations 
and the Soythern Pacific, not being able to 
buy out or bribe this competitor, is endeavor- 
ing to crush it out by lowering greatly the 
rates on those classes of freight which the 

steamboats are most likely to carry. 

The railroad has been charging $2 and $2.50 
per 100 pounds for greased and scoured wool 
and $1 for wine and borax. It will carry wool 
now for 75 cents and $1.10 per1Q0, borax for 
30 cents, and wine for 30 and 50 cents. These 
are the new rates-to New York. Those to 
Boston, Baltimore, and Philadelphia are a 
little higher. . 

The reduction has been made on west-bound as 
well as east-bound freight. In commodities, 
particularly heavy merchandise, the cut is very 
deep. Iron, for which under the old tariff $1.30 
per 100 pounds for carloads and $1.65 for 
lots less than carloads was charged, has been re- 
duced to 30 cents per 100 pounds for carloads. 
Tho following rates dre for carloads. the former 
rate having been $1.30: Wire, 40 cents; wrought 
iron pipe, 35 cents; boiler and plate iron, 40 
eents; canned goods, 50 cents. The following 
rates are for any quantity the shipper may desiro 
to forward: Cotton piece goods $1.25, old rate 
$2.35; dry goods and clothing boxed $3, old rate 
$4.20. 


These lower rates do not apply to ship- 
ments to or from Chicago but only to those 
seaboard points which can be reached by the 
steamers of the new steamship company. Nor 
willany change be made in the crushing 
charges for local freight. The intention of 
the Southern Pacific is not to relieve shippers 
but to smash this audacious competitor by 
forcing it to carry freight at less than living 
rates until its stockholders become discour- 

aged and givé up the fight. , 

Should this be the outeome the shippers at 

both ends of the line will be the ones to 
‘blame. If they send by the railroad because 
it is charging the least now it will be evident 
, that in spite of the teachings of the past they 
do not know that the first thing the Southern 
Pacific will do after it has driven ite compet- 
itor out of the field will be to put the rates 
back where they were and keep them there un- 
til some new rival appears. The plain busi- 
ness policy of shippers is to use the steamboat 
line even if it does charge a little the most at 
present. Only shortsighted greed can induce 
men to use the railroad at this time. Cali- 
fornia has suffered so long and so profoundly 
from the tyranny of the Southern Pacific that 
it is difficult to imagine its people will not 
avail themselves of this opportunity of throw- 
ing off the yoke, 


INFANTA EULALIA’S TROUBLES. 

It is settled at last thet the Infanta Eulalia 
will come to the Columbian Exposition as the 
representative of the Queen of Spain. She 
was to have left Havana last Monday, after- 
noon for New York. All this’ depends, how- 
ever, upon the nature of the reception which 
will be accorded her by the Government of the 
United States, whose guest she is entitled to be 

‘in the absence of the Queen herself. The In- 

fanta of Spain, like all other Infantas, Prin- 
cesses, Duchesses, Queens, and other ladies of 
royal rank, is a stickler for etiquette and 
privileges of the royal sort and is sensitive to 
a degree about them. Sheis inclined to de- 
mand for herself the same consideration in 
the republican United States that would be 
accorded her as the Queen’s representative in 
monarchical Germany or absolute Russia. Her 
first claim that the President should meet her 
immediately upon her landing in New York 
has been waived as too strong a demand upon 
republican etiquette, but she is inclined to in- 
sist that after she has made a call upon the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland at the ‘White 
House then the President must reciprocate 
and make her a visit of ceremony. It was 
claimed also at the outset that she must be 
lodged at the White House and entertained 
there during her stay in Washington, but this 
demand also has been modified, and it is un- 
derstood now she will accept such quarters as 
the government may provide for her, which, 
it goes without saying, would be elegant 
enough for the Queen herself and much sv- 
perior to anything the Infanta has been in the 
habit of havingin Spain, so far as modern 
conveniences are concerned. 

In this perplexing and fussy business it 
should be taken for granted by all concerned 
that this government will not be lacking in 
courtesy to the immediate representative of a 
foreign government, though the President and 
Secretary of State have no precedents to guide 
them, as no personal representative from 
nbroad ever has visited us before. We have 
had Princes and Princesses, Dukes and 
Ducheases galore, but they have been merely 
réyal tourists, and as such were not in a posi- 
tion to insist upon rigid etiquette, Undoubt- 
edly the Infanta will be received with all the 
honors that are possible from the tepublican 
and American point of view, and that is all 
slie can expect. She must not assume that 
American officials will receive ‘her in the 
Spanish way or that the President can observe 
the etiquetie of-—Kings and Queens. She 
must not expect anything in fact which is not 
in‘consonance with republican simplicity. It

There is 
nothing about which mén can differ more 
honestly than a question of law. It may be 
more in aceordance with the Discipline, there- 
fore, not to speak of “sophistry and-legal 
juggling” in connection with the position 
taken by the directors. .It might be better 
still to take the advice given by Paul to Titus 
and “ avoid contentions about the law.” 

There is also another remark of the Apos- 
tle which is worth observing. It is, * bless, 
and curse not.’’ It would be too much, per- 
haps, to expect the ministers to bless the di- 
rectors, for most of them think Sunday recre- 
ation, on water or on land, in parks or art 
galleries, is a sin, but they ought at least to 
refrain from the use: of harsh words and the 
imputation of improper motives.

THE LAKE STREET “L” ROAD. 

There is no visible reason why the Council 
should shower franchises with such haste on 
the Lake Street “L” road.‘ Night before last by 
a vote of 62 to 5 it gave to that corporation 
the right to build an elevated road from .Lake 
and Halsted to the southern city limits; to 
build one from some point on Lake street be- 
tween La Salle and Jefferson to somewhere 
on Fullerton avenue between Sheffield and 
Larrabee, and thence northwesterly and 
northerly to the city limits; and to build one 
from some point on Lake between Rockwell 
street and California avenue north to Diver- 
sey avenue and one south to Colorado avenue. 
The City Treasury is to be benefited only to the 
extent of $50 license fee for each car. 

There is no doubt that the people will be 
convenienced by the construction of elevated 
roads along the routes mentioned above, but 
what can be said in défense of the business 
sense of a Council which will give away these 
valuable franchises to one out of many appli- 
cants without taking the trouble to find out 
whether any one of them will not offer more 
than the Lake street road has done? Ithas 
offered nothing except a paltry license fee. 
Several individuals of. standing in the cam- 
munity have asked for the right to build a 
North Side elevated road, They are anxious 
to get it. Common sense would have dictated 
that they be asked what they were willing to 
give. No such question was put tothem. If 
a private individual has anything to sell, the 
highest bidder takes it. When the World’s 
Fair directors had concessions to dispose of 
they were given to those who paid the most, 
not to those who applied first. The course 
of the Caquncil has been different. 

The time has come to abandon this policy 
of giving away franchises without an equiva- 
lent. It wasa with the street railroads. 


It was adhered to when the first elevated 


roads were chartered, It ought‘ tobe given 
up now before the entire city is gridironed 
with elevated railroad rights of way. Whether 


ported, as they asserted, to be used for trim- 
ming hats should be admitted for the 20 per 
cent duty.

refund vary. The late Secretary Foster esti- 
mated once that it was about twenty-five 
millions. The lowest estimate is eight mill- 
ions. Whatever the amount may be, it will 
be that much clear gain for the importers who 
paid the excess of duty under protest and col- 
lected it from those to whom they sold the 
goods, Since 1889 about two millions have 
been paid back. Last February the Treasury 
Department, which did not have much spare 
cash, suspended the payment of refunds and the 
question was taken before the Supreme Court 
again, in the hope perhaps that as ite compo- 
sition had changed materially since 1889 it 
might arrive at a different ec nelusion. It did 
not, and the Treasury is stuck for a heavy 
sum. This should be a warning to make. 
tariff aets a little more definite, so that there 
may be no room for controversies such as 
this one or ‘that over the duty on worsteds, 
These disputes are not settled for years. In 
the meanwhile the importer pays his duties 
but collects them from his customers. When 
the government refunds them to him they 
remain in his pocket. The process of restitu- 
tion stops right there, 


Tae mortgage redemption law enacted by 
the Legislature of Kansas provides that prop- 
erty may be redeemed at any time within 
eighteen months after its sale by the Sheriff, 
When the bill was under discussion in the 
House it was generally admitted that this 
provision was unconstitutional, but the clause 
was inserted for the reason that mortgageors 
could také advantage of it owing to the fact 
that the Supreme Court was then three,ycars 
behind its docket. This was stated by Speaker 
Dunsmore. Judge Hazen of the District 
Court of Shawnee County. has passed on an 
action to foreclose a second mortgage on a 
farm in which this provision was pleaded by 
the defendant. He has declared the clause to 
be unconstitutional, and no further advantage 
can be claimed under it. So the debtors who 
have not thus far obtained a stay of proceed- 


| ings are no better off than before, while those 


who have wanted to borrow money the last 
few months on farms in Kansas have found 
it more difficult or expensive than if the Kan- 
sas Legislature had not fooled away the 
money of the whole people by enacting such a 
“law.” 


Tue latest report by the official crop statis- 
tician for Kansas is foukd fault with as being 
incorrect. , It was figured out to mean that 
the State will this year have a product of only 
about 24,000,000 bushels of wheat, against 
71,000,000 for 1892. A decrease of nearly 
two-thirds would be alarming, and if anything 
like the same deficiency were met with in all 
the other States it would mean absolute fam- 
ine conditions at home with a total cessation 
of wheat and flour exports to other countries. 
It is said the heavy rainfall of last Friday 
night has completely changed the aspect of 
things, giving promise of a fair crop over 
large areas which previously were menaced 
with total failure. ‘The prospects for spring 
wheat in the Northwest also show a decided 
improvement from a week ago, though the 
area seeded to wheat there cannot be nearly 
so large as that of last year. The work of pre- 
paring for the next wheat crop in that section 
is progressing at a rapid rate.
